Delinquency 


Our newspapers are filled with stories of teen-age delin-

quency. At no time in the history of the nation has there 
been so much teen-age misdemeanor as there is today. An out- 
standing law enforcement officer said that vandalism by teen- 
agers has become a major and crucial threat to America. No 
longer is this vandalism just mischief—it is destruction, run- 
ning into millions of dollars each year. 


Psychiatrists have thrown up 
their hands in despair unable to 
solve the problem. Police officers 
are puzzled. The courts have tried 
and found no solution. A hnum- 
ber of big city newspapers have 
been carrying a series of twelve 
articles by Howard Whitman, the 
nationally-known writer on social 
problems. Recently Mr. Whitman 
took a coast-to-coast tour and is 
giving a report to the nation on 
teen-age pillaging of schools, 
parks, business properties, homes 
and even churches. 


Recently in Chatham, Ontario, 
scores of teenagers were arrested 
after going on a forty-eight hour 
binge with activities including sex, 


liquor and vandalism. 


It is not uncommon for teen- 
agers to be arrested for wild and 
reckless driving because of the in- 
fluences of alcohol. 


Last February in Dundalk, Ma- 
ryland, teenagers raided a con- 
struction yard, set fire to a crane, 
poured sand in the gas tanks of 
compressor units, and slashed the 
tires of trucks. 

Last April in Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, kid vandals stole a city 
bus, smeared a city water tower

with paint, threw coconuts 
through hotel windows, smashed 
glass display cases, and broke 
automobile windshields. 

Last May in Portland, Oregon, 
automobiles and street lights were 
shot at by four students roaming 
the city in a car, firing at the 
windows with a twenty-two re- 
volver. 

Last November 30th vandals in 
Oklahoma desecrated five church- 
es and burned two of them, Bibles 
were torn up and obscene langu- 
age was scrawled over the walls. 

In White Plains, New York, 
last July 7th two boys poured 
gasoline in the living room of a 
house under construction and 
burned it to the -ground. The da- 
mage was estimated at over thir- 
ty thousand dollars. 


In Detroit last March vandals 
raided the Lathrop Branch of the 
Detroit Public Library, stripped 
books off the shelves, smashed 
glass cases, tore rare books to bits, 
hurled index cards into heaps on 
the floor, and doused them with 
glue. The library had to be closed 
for two days while workers lab- 
ored to untangle the gluey mess of 
records and books, and endeavor- 
ed to salvage as many as possible. 

In northwest Chicago some time 
ago four teenagers set out on 
what they called a good time. The 
first item of amusement was pour- 
ing gasoline over an empty farm- 
house and sending it up in flames. 
Next they drove to Arlington 
Heights and over-turned a parked

automobile. Then, they proceeded 
to the home of a high school 
principal and threw a flaming 
torch through his window. As a 
climax to their fun, they took a 
car from a parking lot and push- 
ed it down a railway embankment. 

Story after story could be told 
of theft, vandalism, arson, and a 
thousand and one crimes being 
committed by teenagers from 
coast to coast. Throughout the na-« 
tion the plague of destruction for 
destruction’s sake has become a 
dark cloud on the social horizon of 
America. 

The Builders’ Association of Des 
troit estimates that annual vandal 
tolls range up to two million dol- 
lars. The Detroit Department of

Il. Christians Who Are 
Neglecting Prayer 
One of the commonest causes in 
our day of an _ unsatisfactory 
Christian experience, is neglect of 
prayer. A personal worker will 
often find those who complain 


that they are not making satis-: 


factory progress in the.Christian 
life. In such a case the worker 
should always inquire whether 
they make a regular practice of 
prayer and to what extent. When 
it is found that prayer is being 
neglected, the following passages 
will be found useful: 


“Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, 
and desire to have, and cannot 


obtain: ye fight and war, yet ye 
have not, BECAUSE YE ASK 
NOT.”’—James 4:2. 


In using this passage, emphasize 
the seven closing words. a 
“And I say unto you, Ask, and 
it shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every one 
that asketh receiveth; and he that 
seeketh findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened. If a 
son shall ask bread of any of ‘you 
that is a father will he give him 
a stone? or if he ask a fish, will 
he for a fish give him a serpent? 
Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 
offer him a scorpion? If ye then, 
being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly

Religious and Social Work here. 
What is left of the work will be 
transferred to the “liberal” Grad- 
uate School of Theology at Ober- 
lin College. 


Schauffler is an example of what 
liberalism can do to an education- 
al institution. The school began 
in 1886 under the name, “Bible 
Readers School.’ It was founded 
by Dr. Henry Albert Schauffler 
and his good wife for the purpose 
of training immigrant girls to read 
and write the English language 
and for teaching them the Word of 
God. 


Following the death of its found- 
er in 1905 the school began to 
train missionaries and social work- 
ers. The name was changed to 
“Schauffler Missionary ‘Training 
School.” Still it continued to do a 
good work until liberalism began 
to infiltrate the faculty and the 
classrooms. Finally, “the powers 
that be” got rid of the name 
“Bible” and ‘Missionary’ and 
turned it into a liberal college. 

The $500,000 property, made 
possible by the contributions of 
evangelicals through the years,

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| Believe in Sword Books, 
Because I've Seen Them Work!

I suppose many people go into 
a profession because they follow 
their father’s footsteps. And it’s 
true that I work at the Sword 
of the Lord partly because that 
is where my dad’s heart is, and 
I want to please him. Much of 
the work has to be done by faith, 
not by sight. You can only trust 
God for the results you cannot 
see—letters to folks whose re- 
action you cannot see, books into 
homes you cannot see transformed, 
a burden of detail that seems un- 
related to getting people saved. 
Recently I have found tremendous 
blessing in knowing that what you 
are doing really counts for God— 
not because someone wrote to say 
so, but because He gives you a 
glimpse right at home. 

Not long ago a friend came to 
me after church to say, “Libby, 
I wish you would go see Mrs. 
A . Her husband is drink- 
ing a lot, and there is real trouble 
in the home. I’m afraid they’ll 
separate unless someone helps 
them. Could you go see her?” I 
went the next morning, tucking 
under my arm a copy of The 
Home: Courtship, Marriage, and 
Children. We talked together a 
long time. She was depressed, and 
felt there was no way out for the 
family to be happy. I showed her 
from the Bible the way to happi- 
ness. Finally she said she would 
trust Christ. I handed her the 
book. “Will you’ read it?” I asked. 
“T think it will help you both to 
make your home a Christian home, 
and happy.” 

“T don’t read much,” she said, 
“and I’m busy, trying to take care 
of. the children and hold down 
my job. If I ever get around to it, 
I guess I'll read it.” 

A few weeks later, her friend 
came to me again. “Libby, I wish 
you could see Mrs.. A 
She’s so happy, and she has been 
witnessing to her husband. Takes 
that book to work and reads it 
on her lunch hour and during the 
rest periods. She says it has made 
all the difference in the world!” 


A little four-year-old boy had 
died in a very tragic accident. I 
read about it in the evening 
paper. I did not know the mother 
at all. The father I had met once. 
But the circumstances of the ac- 
cident made me heart-sick. I 
wrote a note to them, slipped it 
in a copy of Bible Facts About 
Heaven. Days passed by, and I 
heard nothing from them. I wond- 
ered if the book had done any. 
good at all. Then Sunday morn- 


ing, a neighbor of the woman 
came to tell me, “I went over to 
wee Ieee: Bs; yesterday. 


She showed me a book you sent 
her. Said she and her husband 
have been reading it, and found 
so much comfort from it.” God ar- 
ranged the circumstances so that 
I would hear of the blessing the 
‘book had been to a woman too 
timid to tell me herself! 


Then last Friday afternoon an- 
other woman came into the office, 
her face aglow. Just a few weeks 
before, I had met her on the street, 
and she told me, weeping, that 
her daughter was about to marry 
a Catholic. When I got back to 
the office, I mailed her a copy of 
Sermon from a Catholic Bible, 
with the suggestion that she read 
it herself before giving it to him. 
Friday she came to tell me things 
were going to turn out all right, 
and' that he was leaving the 
church. 


Night before last a couple came 
to our home. They said they were 
on their way to the state’s at- 
torney, to file a petition for a 
divorce in spite of the four little 
children at home. A number of 
petty things had crept into their 
relationship, and their bitterness 
was very deep. As I talked to 
them, I doubted that God could 
change their hearts. But after 
several hours of talking, they 
agreed to stay together. I gave 
them the book on The Home to 
read—I could think of nothing else 
that would help them as much in 
giving practical advice on how to 


restore their love and make their 
home a Christian home. 

This morning, before I left for 
work, the phone rang. It was 
LaVerne, asking where they could 
buy a Bible, and asking for more 
books to read. She said they were 
happier than they had ever been, 
that they had read first the chap- 
ter on “How to Make Christ the 
Head of the Home” and that was 
what they were trying to do. 

Perhaps you’ve had the same 
experience I have had—of giving 
a book, and never hearing whether 
or not it blessed the one you gave 
it to. I think that’s the reason 
God let me see the results in these 
homes—to know that the kind of 
books we sell are the right kind, 
books that make the plan of sal- 
vation clear, and that actually 
answer questions. That’s why, too, 
that I work at the Sword of the 
Lord—not simply because my 
daddy heads it, not because my 
husband works there, or because 
I need the money, and it’s a con- 
venient place to work. I work at 
the Sword because it’s a work God 
blesses, and I want to spend my 
time doing something that will 
bear fruit in eternity. Don’t you?

First of all, from Martin Luth- 
er, hero of the Reformation, whose 
name we associate with both a 
lovely Cradle Hymn and a majestic 
song of Christian warfare, “A 
Mighty Fortress Is Our God.” 
These are his thoughts on music: 
‘I wish to. see all arts, 
principally music; in the serv- 
ice of Him who gave and 
created them. Music is a fair and 
glorious gift of God. I would not 
for the world forego my humble 
share of music, Singers are never 
sorrowful, but they are merry, and 
smile through their troubles in 
song. Music makes people kinder, 
gentler, more staid and reasonable. 
oa es I am strongly persuaded 
that, after theology, there is no 
art that can be placed on the 
level with music; for besides theo- 
logy, music is the only art cap- 
able of affording peace and joy 
of the heart.” 


Isn’t that a wonderful expres- 
sion of the way we feel about 


|music? And here’s one by the poet 


Here are some of the things 
that we teach Bob Jones Univer- 
sity students: Finish the job.

It is better to die 
for something than it is. to live 
for nothing. 


I have just returned from a 
tour into many parts of the Unit- 
ed States. On this tour we had 
Bob Jones University students and 
former students and friends and 
patrons together in banquet 
groups.

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Byron: ‘Music, when soft voices 
die, vibrates in the memory.” 
Longfellow said: 
“Yea, music is the Prophet’s art 
Among the gifts that God hath 
sent, 
One of the most magnificent!” 
And Longfellow again: “Music is 


‘the universal language of man- 


kind.” 

And Shakespeare had this to 
Say: 

“The man that hath no music in 

himself, 

Nor is moved with concord of 

sweet sounds, 

Is fit for treasons, stratagems 

and spoils.” 

And Milton, in “Arcades,” says, 
“Such sweet compulsion doth in 
music lie.” 

Carlyle gives music a heavenly 
association with these. words: 
“Music is well said to be the 
speech of angels.” Addison also, 
when he said that music is “all 
of Heaven we have below.” 

Beethoven, a great musician, 
said, “Music should strike fire 
from the heart of man, and bring 
tears from the eyes of woman.” 

Did you notice the recurrent 
theme that music has power over 
us, to make us think, feel, dream, 
act? That is emphasized by the 
secular writers and underlined by 
such Christian writers as Luther, 
Wesley, and many other great 
men of God. 

William Law, who died in 1761, 
wrote a great devotional book, 
“A Serious Call to a Devout and 
Holy Life.’ He has one chapter 
on the singing or chanting of 
Psalms in private devotions. (The 
words of Psalms were the only 
hymns allowed in that day; they 
were the forerunners of our 
hymns:) He discusses “the ex- 
cellency and benefit of this kind 
of devotion, the great effects it 
hath. upon our hearts, and the 
means of performing it in the best 
manner.” 

In the chapter, he chides first 
the one who says he has no voice 
for singing, by saying that what 
he lacks is not a voice but a 
spirit that really rejoices in God. 
“The dullness is in his_ heart,” 
says Law, “not in his ear. “And 
when his heart feels a true joy 
in God, when it has a full relish 
of what is expressed in the Psalms, 
he will find it very pleasant to 
make the motions of his voice 
express the motions of his heart. . 

It is the heart that tunes a 
voice to sing the praises of God; 
and if you cannot sing the same 
words now (as Moses sang after 
he was led through the Red Sea) 
with joy, it is because you are 
not so affected with the salvation 
of the world by Jesus Christ, as 
the Jews were, or you yourself 
would have been, with their deliv- 
erance. -Thus if you can find 
a man whose ruling temper is de- 
votion, whose heart is full of God, 
his’ voice will rejoice in those 
songs of praise which glorify that 
God that is the joy of his heart.” 

Then he brings up the second 
point: “As singing is a natural 
effect of joy in the heart, so it 
has also a natural power for rend- 
ering the heart joyful.” In other 
words, if you are not rejoicing in 
the Lord, if you are not praising 
Him, sing praises to Him as if you 
were, and the singing will help 
you to become joyful and ‘grate- 
ful!

ence, I have never -met a person 
who really knows the Bible and 
at the same time doubted the 
inspiration of the Book. Dr. Kelly 
as a scientist could sit down with 
scientists and have-fellowship with 
them in the fields in which they 
are interested. There is nothing 
remarkable about that, but this is 
remarkable: With all of his know]- 
edge of science and with a back- 
ground of training which few men 
have had, he could sit down and 
have fellowship with the humblest 
and most unlearned Christian. 
The lowly Christian might not 
have understood Dr. Kelly’s 
scientific terms, but he could un- 
derstand what he said about pray- 
er, faith, fellowship, and the rest 
which a surrendered man finds in 
Christ. That is heavenly language 
with which unconverted men, how- 
ever great may be their learning, 
are not familiar. That which is the 
“power of God” to saved people is 
“foolishness” to the unregenerated.

Parks and Recreation says it suf- 
fers a yearly bill.of one hundred 
thousand dollars. 


Captain William Hartung of Bal- 
timore’s Bureau of Aid and Pre- 
vention says, “Something seems to 
have happened to kids in the last 
two or three years.” 


One juvenile judge calls it a 
disease of destruction. Someone 
else has said that many teen- 
agers have their own three R’s 
these days—raid, wreck and ruin. 
Where do these young people 
come from? Do they come from 
“the other side of the tracks’? Are 
they teenagers from the slum 
areas? No! Almost all law en- 
forcement officers agree that it 
is the teenagers having the bet- 
ter homes who originate the great- 
est majority of the vandalism. 


Police Chief William H. Park 
of Los Angeles says, “It is the 
over-privileged child who is caus- 
ing us the most trouble today. He 
has been given so much in the way 
of material things that he is go- 
ing haywire looking for new sa- 
tisfactions.” 

We are receiving scores of let- 
ters asking, ‘“‘Why is all this tak- 
ing place? What is the answer? 
What can I do with my boy? How 
can I train my children?’ 


Many Christian parents are be- 
eoming fearful lest they cannot 
properly train. their children in 
this lawless and wicked age. 


We are beginning to reap what 
has been sown for the past gen- 
eration. We have taught the phil- 
osophy, of the Devil who says, 
*“Do~as you please.” | 

Behaviorism has been the moral 
philosophy of much of our educa- 
tion in the past few years. Many 
psychiatrists have told parents to 
let their children do as they 
please, for in restraining their 
children they may warp their per- 
sonalities. A generation ago we 
took God out of our educational 
systems and thought we could get 
away with it. 

We sowed to the wind, and we 
are reaping a whirlwind. We 
laughed at God, religion, and the 
Bible. The Supreme Court order- 
ed the Bible out of our schools. 
Many of our educational leaders 
sneer at the old-fashioned idea 
of God and a moral code. Many 
movies feature sex, sin, crime, 
and alcohol. Millions of teenagers 
see it on the screen week after 
week, and decide to go and try 
it. 

Some of our newspapers have 
played up crime and sex until it 
has seemed glamorous to our 
young people. Instead of publi- 
cizing the good and constructive 
things that thousands of teen- 
agers do, we have played up the 
sensational and glamorized the 
law-breaker. A Hollywood movie 
star can marry her fourth hus- 
band, and she is pictured on the 
front pages of newspapers across 
the nation, in spite of the fact 
that she is breaking the seventh 
commandment and living in adul- 
tery. We are told that bobby-sox- 
ers are going wild over a night 
club singer because he, too, has 
been married three times, and now 
has that “certain something.” 

We have taught our young 
people that morals are relative 
and not absolute. Kinsey has en- 
couraged pre-marital experiences 
and our newsstands are filled with 
obscene literature. 

Do not blame the_ teenagers! 
Their difficulties stem from the 
environment we have created for 
them. Most of them are ordinary 
young people who have _ been 
taught that thrills can be found in 
immorality and crime. The great 
majority of these young vandals 
do not engage in their misdemean- 
ors for money. They do it fer a 
thrill, or because they think it’s 
smart, or because they think they 
may get by. At the heart of the 
trouble _is the failure of parents 
in the home. Billy Sunday, the 
famous evangelist, once said, “If 
you want to lick the Devil, hit 
him over the head with a cradle.” 

Parents today are not interest- 
ed, apparently, in defeating the 
Devil in the home. There seems 
to be little parental responsibility 
or discipline. Children are allowed 
to go wild. 

Where are the parents who al- 
low their children to roam the 
Streets after midnight? Any par- 
ent who allows his children such 


leniency not only is ruining the 
child but sinning against God. 

A distinguished juvenile court 
judge in one of our large cities 
said some time ago, “When I get 
off the bench, I’m going to write 
a book, and I’m going to call it, 
“I HATE PARENTS.” He had be- 
come disgusted with the way par- 
ents have reneged on one of their 
primary duties—the training of 
children in the home. 


One probation officer _ said, 
“From the amount of vandalism 
that goes on in this town, you'd 
think the kids didn’t have any 
parents,” 


Thousands of teen-age children 
are wandering around the streets 
in the early morning hours. Their 
parents don’t know where they 
are, and many of them don’t care. 
Some parents leave for the week- 
end and leave their children at 
home to shift for themselves. 


A police chief said, “There is a 
difference between training chil- 
dren to be independent and just 
abandoning them.” 


One parent said some time ago, 
“I pay for the boy’s clothes; I 
feed him; I give him an allow- 
ance. What else do you want me 
to do?” 

Many parents do not realize 
that they are responsible for their 
children’s mental and_ spiritual 
growth, and character building, as 
well as feeding and clothing them. 

Police Commissioner Thomas F. 
Sullivan of Boston said, “If par- 
ents renege on their job, there is 
nothing the rest of the community 
can. do. Soon we’ll need one pol- 
iceman for every child.” 

Many citizens are calling on the 
police to do more to check van- 
dalism across the nation. It is 
not vandalism that needs to be 
checked. The parents need to be 
checked. In the sight of God par- 
ents are responsible for the train- 
ing of their children. If parents 
fail, God is going to hold the par- 
ents responsible. 

I want to give a few suggestions 
to parents. First, you are to take 
time with your children. 

A close acquaintance of Hall, 
the kidnaper from Kansas City, 
Missouri, said that the only trouble 
with the kidnaper was that his 
rich father never spent any time 
with him. 

I heard about a father who gave 
his boy a Christmas present. He 
wrapped up a little note in a 
package and the little note read, 
“Son, during the next year, I am 
going to give you one hour every 
day, and two hours on Sunday.” 

The little boy ran and put his 
arm around his dad and said, “O 
Dad, that’s the best Christmas 
present I’ve ever had.” 

Your children not only require 
a great deal of your time but they 
long and hunger for it. Perhaps 
they don’t show it and express it, 
but that hunger and longing is 
there just the same. Be a pal to 
your children. Love them. Spend 
hours with them. Cut out some of 
your so-called important engage- 
ments, and make the center of 
your social life the home. God will 
honor you, and your children will 
rise up to call you blessed. 

Give your children ideals for liv- 
ing. Encourage them to “hitch 
their wagon to a star.” Teach 
them moral and spiritual prin- 
ciples from the very beginning. 
Show them that only the morally 
right actually attain the basic 
things of life. 

Set your children a good ex- 
ample. 

I heard about a lawyer who 
walked to his office every morn- 
ing. It was his usual custom to 
stop at the corner tavern and get 
a drink. On a- certain. morning 
the snow had fallen, He had just 
gone about a block when he heard 
a sound behind him, and turning, 
he saw his seven-year-old boy step- 
ping 
daddy’s tracks in the new. fal- 
len snow. The _ father turned 
around and said, 
you doing?” 

The son replied, 
in Daddy’s tracks.” 

The father sent the son back 
home, but that morning he 
couldn’t go to the corner tavern. 
All he could think of was “step- 
ping in Daddy’s tracks.” 

While he was studying for his 
law case that day, his thoughts 
kept returning to “stepping in 
Daddy's tracks,”

‘About noon he got down on his 
knees and accepted Jesus Christ 
as his personal Saviour and said, 
“From now on, I want my son to 
step in the tracks of a Christian 
daddy.” 

Many parents preach to their 
children. but do not set a good 
example daily in front of them. 
You want them to’ do as you 
say “do,” but not as you do, It 
has been written, 


I'd rather see a sermon than hear 
one any day; 

I'd rather one should walk with 
me than merely tell the way. 
The eye's a better pupil and more 

willing than the ear, 

Fine counsel is confusing, but ex- 
ample’s always clear; 

And the best of all the preachers 
are.the men who live their 
creeds, 

For to see good put in action is 
what everybody needs.” 


Be sure to be a good example in 
your home! 

Have a lot of activities plan- 
ned for your children. Plan things 
together as a family. Make room 
for a lot of family socials, such as 
picnics. Make the home so inter- 
esting and delightful that your 
children will want to stay home. 
Then, they’]l never miss the thrill- 
pranks that so many youngsters 
are engaged in today. 

Discipline your children. The 
Devil’s philosophy is to do as you 
please. Children are going to be 
in society what they are in the 
home. The Bible from Genesis to 
Revelation teaches that parents 
are to discipline their children. 

Ephesians 6:4 says, “And, ye 
fathers ... bring them up in the 
nurture (chastening) and admoni- 
tion of the Lord.” 

In Proverbs 13:24 the Bible says, 
“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes.” 

Proverbs 19:18 reads, ‘‘Chasten 
thy son while there is hope and 
let not thy soul spare for his cry- 
ing.” 

In Proverbs 23:13,14 the Bible 
says, ‘‘Withhold not correction 
from the child: for if thou beat- 
est him with the rod, he shall 
not die. Thou shalt beat him with 
the rod, and shalt -deliver his 
soul from’ hell.” 

“The rod and reproof give wis- 
dom; but a child left to himself 
bringeth his mother to shame.” 
Proverbs 29:15. 

Proverbs 29:17 says, ‘Correct 
thy son, and he shall give thee 
rest; yea, he shall give delight 
unto thy soul.” 


The Bible says further in Prov- 
erbs 20:30, “The blueness of a 
wound cleanseth away evil,-so do 
stripes the inward parts of the 
belly.” 

These Scriptures set forth the 
teaching of the Bible. If you fail 
to discipline your children, then 
you are breaking the laws, com- 
mandments and statutes of God. 
You are guilty not only of in- 
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juring the moral, spiritual, and 
physical lives of your children, but 
you are guilty of sin against God. 
The Bible says if you fail to dis- 
cipline your children, then you 
actually hate your children. 

New York magistrate Abner 
Surpless stated, “I have often ad- 
vocated that every Brooklyn home 
should have a wood shed, not 
necessarily to be used for storing 
wood.” 

But, the greatest means of dis- 
cipline is not the wood shed, the 
peach tree, or the old-fashioned 
spanking. The greatest discipline 
that you can have for your chil- 
dren is to set an example before 
them, because the majority of chil- 
dren acquire characteristics and 
habits of their parents. 

The Bible says, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old, he will not cepart 
from it.” 

The Bible says, ‘‘Provoke not 
your children to anger, lest they 
be discouraged.” 

Discipline carried out in anger 
is the same as a fight between the 
parent and the child. Parents 
should never give unreasonable 
and repetitious commands. They 
should never give a command that 
they do not mean to be carried 
out, 

Teach your children to know 
God, and bring them up in church. 
Very seldom do parents have 
trouble with children when the 
Bible is regularly read in the 
home, grace is said at the table 
and family prayers take place dai- 
ly. Most trouble with teenagers 
comes from children reared in 
homes where prayer is neglected, 
the Bible is never opened, and 
church attendance is spasmodic. 
Only about four per cent of juve- 
nile delinquents come from homes 
where church attendance is a ne- 
cessity, and Bible reading and 
prayer occur daily. Christ gives 
the moral stability, the under- 
standing, wisdom, and patience 
necessary to rear children. 


Thousands of parents are not 
Christians. They have never re- 
ceived Christ as their personal 
Lord and Saviour. Church attend- 
ance has been a duty and a ritual. 
Their children have seen the in- 
sincerity in their lives. They have 
watched parents go to church on 
Sunday and live for the Devil dur- 
ing the week. They have rebelled 
against religion as a whole. They

And he came out the same hour. 
And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and 
drew them into the marketplace 
unto the rulers, And brought them 
to the magistrates, saying, these 
men, being Jews, do exceedingly 
trouble our city, And teach cus- 
toms, which are not lawful for 
us to receive, neither to observe, 
being Romans. And the multitude 
rose up together against them: and 
the magistrates rent off their 
clothes, and commanded to beat 
them. And when they had laid 
many stripes upon them, they cast 
them into prison, charging the 
jailor to keep them safely: Who, 
having received such a charge 
thrust them into the inner prison, 
and made their feet fast in the 
stocks. And at midnight Paul and 
Silas prayed, and sang praises 
unto God: and the prisoners heard 
them. And suddenly there was a 
great earthquake, so_ that the 
foundations of the prison were 
shaken: and immediately all the 
doors were opened, and every one’s 
bands were loosed. And the keeper 
of the prison. awaking out of his 
sleep and seeing the prison doors 
open, he drew out his sword, and 
would have killed himself, suppos- 
ing that the prisoners had been 
fled. But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do thyself no harm: 
for we are all here. Then he called 
for a light, and sprang in, and 
came trembling, and fell down be- 
fore Paul and Silas, and brought 
them out, and said, Sirs,. what 
must I do to be saved? And they 
said, Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.—Acts 16:16-31. 


Now there are probably some 
things about this story which 
puzzle you. But the question asked 
by the warden of the Philippi jail 
is, I hope, plain enough by this 
time: “What must I do to be 
saved?” In other words, how can 
I get right with God? How can I 
have my sins forgiven? How can 
I be sure of eternal life when life 
in this world comes to an end? 
And you will agree, I’m sure, thai 
here we are face to face with 
question number one, the most 
important question that we can 
ever ask, a question which is 


more important than any question |. 


about vocation or marriage or suc- 
cess. Such questions are import- 
ant, of course; but as over against 
this question of being O.K. with 
God, they simply cut no ice. A 
mother may want her baby to 
have blue eyes but she’d far rath- 
er have a gray-eyed baby than 
have a baby with no eyes at all! 
There’s no comparison between 
those two choices and their im- 
portance. The one counts; the 
other one doesn’t. And that’s how 
it is with salvation. When every- 
thing’s said and done, it’s the only 
thing that. really matters. 


Well, those two preachers of the 
Gospel, Paul and Silas, gave that 
prison warden a very simple an- 
swer: “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
That’s simple enough, isn’t it? 
You don’t need a college educa- 
tion to figure that out. Just put 
your faith in Jesus Christ, and 
you'll be saved—your sins will be 
forgiven, you'll have eternal life, 
and you won’t be in wrong with 
God anymore. Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. How simple that is! 

But wait a minute. Is that an- 


 gwer so simple after all? Believe 


on the Lord Jesus Christ—cer- 
tainly! But believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ—just how? Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ—in pre- 
cisely what way? Believe on the 


Lord Jesus Christ—according to, 


whose say-So? 

Let’s see. If I believe in the 
historical reality of Jesus Christ, 
will that belief save me? Suppose 
I’m convinced that Jesus actually 
lived, just as I’m convinced that 
Julius Caesar or George Washing- 
ton or Napoleon Bonaparte actual- 
ly lived. Suppose I don’t put any 
stock—and nobody ought to!—in 
the argument of a few radical 
professors who tell us that Jesus 
never lived. They say he was a 
myth like Paul Bunyan or King 
Arthur of Round Table fame, a 
fiction made up by some first 
century Jews. Well, rejecting all 
such learned nonsense, suppose I’m 
dead-sure that Jesus walked be- 
side the Sea of Galilee, ministered 
to the multitudes, taught a little

band of disciples, went about do- 
ing good, and was unjustly con- 
demned to die on a cross. Will 
that belief save me? Will it? By 
no means! It’s good as far as it 
goes, but is doesn’t go far enough. 
Belief in the reality of Jesus’ exis- 
tence won't do. 


Then suppose I believe in the 
teaching of Jesus. Suppose I sin- 
cerely believe that His parables 
and His talks and His sayings— 
the world’s most brilliant, insight- 
ful body of thought—leave all the 
philosophers trailing far in His 
dust. Suppose I honestly regard 
the Sermon on the Mount and the 
Golden Rule as unimprovable prin- 
ciples. And suppose I even take 
everything Jesus said seriously and 
try to carry it out. Suppose, to 
sum it all up, I believe in the 
teaching of Jesus. Will that save 
me? Will it? No, it won’t. While 
I must believe in Jesus Christ, 
I must believe in more—much 
more!—than the supremacy of 
His teaching or the reality of His 
existence. 


Suppose, once again, that I be- 
lieve in the example of Jesus., Sup- 
pose I look upon Him as a perfect 
model of how a man ought to live. 
Suppose I take Him as my pattern, 
my standard, my personality-ideal. 
And suppose in every situation 
that comes along I do my level- 
best to act as I imagine Jesus 
would do if He were standing in 
my shoes. Will that belief save 
me? Will it? Not in the least! Be- 
lief in the adequacy of His exam- 
ple can’t save me any more than 
belief in the reality of His ex- 
istence or belief in the supremacy 
of His teaching. 


What does it mean, then, to be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ? 
Believe on Him just how? Believe 
in Him precisely in what way? 
Believe on Him according to whose 
say-Sso? 

Let’s turn now to the New Tes- 
tament and find out what it means 
to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
according to God’s say-so..And the 
New Testament teaches us that 
there are three elements to the 
faith which saves, and each ele- 
ment is absolutely necessary. 


Trusting ina Saviour Who Is 
God in Human Form 


For one thing, in order to have 
salvation we must believe in the 
incarnation of Jesus Christ. Now 
incarnation is a word we may not 
be acquainted with, but it’s not 
hard to understand. Incarnation 
signifies to become flesh or to take 
a human body. And that’s what 
Jesus did. And that’s what the 
New ‘Testament says: “Hereby 
know ye the Spirit of God: Every 
spirit that confesseth that Jesus 
Christ has come in the flesh is of 
God” (I John 4:2). Notice that. 
“Jesus Christ has come in the 
flesh.’ You could read that text 


j like this: “Jesus Christ became in- 


carnate’’—that’s the idea exactly. 
You see, when the New Testament 
was written there were people— 
Gnostics they were nicknamed— 
who argued that God couldn’t be- 
come man. They argued that God 
as an Eternal Spirit could never 
assume a human body. They ar- 
gued, therefore, that Jesus was not 
God in the flesh. 

But the New Testament em- 
phatically asserts that Jesus was 
that—and nothing less than that. 
He was the Creator stepping out 
of eternity into time, taking our 
nature upon Himself, stooping to 
the level of creaturehood, making 
Himself part of mankind. And if 
we are going to be saved, we must 
believe in the stupendous miracle 
of the incarnation. We must be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ was God— 
and of course is God forever. We 
must believe in the Deity of that 
Man who was born of the Virgin 
Mary. We must believe in the De- 
ity of that Man who as a boy 
played in the streets of Nazareth. 
We must believe in the Deity of 
that Man who as He grew up 
worked in Joseph’s carpenter shop. 
We must believe in the Deity of 
that tired Man who fell asleep one 
day in a boat out on the lake. We 
must believe in the Deity of that 
hungry Man who walked along the 
road one morning looking for some 
stray figs on a wayside tree. We 
must believe in the Deity of that 
thirsty Man who at Jacob’s Well 
asked an unsavory Samaritan wo- 
man for a drink. We must believe 


in the Deity of that sad-hearted 


a & 


._|agony upon the cross as He the 


Man who wept outside the tomb 
of His friend, Lazarus. We must 
believe in the Deity of that naked, 
broken Man who finally did the 
most human thing of all—He died! 
Yes, and He died as a criminal up- 
on a Roman cross. We must be 
able to sing those great words 
of Charles Wesley: 


Veiled in flesh the Godhead see, 
Hail the incarnate Deity! 

Pleased as Man with men to dwell, 
Jesus our Immanuel. 


Now that’s one element of the 
faith which saves, the faith by 
which our sins are forgiven, the 
faith by which we get eternal life, 
the faith by which we become 
right with God. We must believe 
in the stupendous miracle of the 
incarnation, 


Trusting a Saviour Who 
Died for Our Sins 


For a second thing, in order to 
have salvation we must believe: in 
the atonement of Jesus Christ. 
The atonement! What’s that? It’s 
this: God incarnate died on the 
cross, not as a martyr who 
couldn’t escape His fate and not 
as an example of unresisting love 
for us to imitate; no, He died on 
the cross bearing our penalty, tak- 
ing our place, suffering as our 
substitute. Let’s hear what the 
New Testament has to say: 


“Whom God hath set forth to be 
a propitiation through faith in His 
blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of 
God.”—Rom., . 3:25. 


Paul in this text is talking about 
Jesus Christ and His death; and 
Paul tells us that Jesus Christ by 
dying on the cross became our 
propitiation—in other words, a 
sacrifice by which God’s judgment 
could be staved off and His bless- 
ing obtained. And the Apostle de- 
clares that God the Father has 
set forth Jesus Christ His Son 
to be a propitiation through faith 
in His—. Through faith in His 
what? Through faith in the reality 
of His existence? No! Through 
faith in the supremacy of His 
teaching? No! Through faith in 
the adequacy of His example? No! 
The Apostle declares that Jesus 
Christ becomes the _ propitiation 
for our sins when we believe in 
His blood! And the blood of Jesus 
reminds us of His death. It re- 
minds us of His substitutionary 


Creator of the universe took the 
place of His sinful creatures. It 
reminds us that, though Jesus 
Christ is to be the Judge of all 
mankind, He bore in love the 
judgment which His holiness de- 
mands. 

Now maybe you don’t like Paul’s 
language. Maybe to you _ blood 
savors of barbarism. Maybe you 
think it’s just a hangover of pri- 
mitive religion. Maybe you object 
to the whole idea of a_ bloody 
sacrifice as the only way of get- 
ting right with God. But regard- 
less of how you think or feel about 
the matter, let me assure you that 
according to the New Testament 
nobody will be in Heaven unless 
he puts his faith in the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 

A student once inquired of Dr. 
James Denney, a great professor 
of theology in Scotland, *“‘Can you 
explain to me the meaning of the 
atonement in simple terms?” The 
great theologian thought for a mo- 
ment and then asnwered, “Yes, 
I think I can.” And he repeated 
the lines of the well-known hymn: 
Bearing shame and scoffing rude 
In my place condemned He stood, 
Sealed my pardon with His blood, 
Hallelujah! What a Saviour! 

That’s the meaning of the atone- 
ment. Because Jesus Christ stood 
in our place and shed His blood, 
we can have forgiveness if and 
when we believe He died for us. 
So unless we believe in all that 
the blood of Jesus stands for-— 
the substitutionary sacrifice of the 
Son of God who is Himself God 
the Son—we can't be saved. Eter- 
nal life becomes ours only as we 
believe in the stupendous miracle 
of the atonement. 


Trusting a Saviour Who » 
Rose From the Dead 


For a third thing, in order to 
have salvation we must believe in 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
We must believe that on the first 
Easter Day long ago He came 
forth alive from the grave, the 
Conqueror of death. Let’s turn to 
the New Testament again and see 
what it says: “If thou shalt con-

Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be sav- 
ed’ (Rom. 10:9). Here’s something 
else, then, that demands careful 
attention. “If thou shalt betiéve—” 
Paul writes, “thou shalt be saved.” 
But believe what? Believe that 
Jesus really lived? No, not~ that! 
Believe ‘that Jesus gave to the 
world its greatest moral and spir- 
itual teaching? No, not that! Be- 
lieve that Jesus set before us the 
finest example of how to act? No, 
not that! Then what must we be- 
lieve? We must believe that God 
raised Jesus from the dead! In 
short, we-must—believe in the res- 
urrection. 


Not in the ghost-like survival of 
the Spirit of Jesus, mind you! Not 
in the lingering impact of His per- 
sonality upon history! No, when 
the New Testament talks about 
the resurrection, it means the 
coming forth alive of a _ buried 
corpse. It means that a man once 
dead came forth from the grave 
no longer dead. It means that 
Jesus came forth from the garden- 
tomb in the very body in which 
He had suffered upon the cross, 
a body which still bore the marks 
of nails and thorns and _= spear. 
That’s what the New Testament 
means, and that’s what we must 
believe. And that’s a miracle too 
great for some people to believe, 
they say. They protest, as a fam- 
ous modern scholar does, that the 
resurrection of Jesus is unbe- 
lievable because it violates the 
best-established laws of science. 
Well, that scholar may be all 
wrong in his understanding of 
what a miracle is. But suppose we 
grant that he’s right. It makes no 
difference. The Gospel demands 
that we believe nothing else than 
a literal resurrection—the _ re- 
versal and conquest of death, the 
emergence of a corpse—alive! Do 
you believe that? Unless you do, 
you can’t be saved, you can’t have 
the forgiveness of sins, and you 
can’t possess eternal life. In order 
to be saved you must believe in 
the stupendous miracle of the res- 
urrection. 


Personally Trusting, Accept- 
ing Christ as One’s 
Own Saviour 


Now, then, let’s assume that a 
man believes in the incarnation, 
the atonement, and the resurrec- 
tion. Let’s assume that with com- 
plete intellectual honesty he sub- 
scribes to these three essentials of 
a faith that saves. Does he, there- 
fore, have eternal life—and no 
doubt about it? Well, that ques- 
tion requires some deep, straight, 
hard thinking. Very likely we will 
be tempted to answer yes right 
off: that may seem to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. But a yes answer 
is wrong. A man may believe with 
complete intellectual honesty in 
the incarnation, the atonement, 
and the resurrection—and yet in 
spite of all that belief find himself 
lost and in wrong with God. How 
come? This is the reason. Salva- 
tion doesn’t depend upon = sub- 
Scription to a creed; it depends 
upon a personal acceptance of 
Jesus Christ. And beyond any 
doubt there are some people who 
subscribe to a correct creed but 
who have never personally ac- 
cepted Jesus. Christ. 

Perhaps a homely illustration 
will clarify this crucial point. I’m 
in New York City—hypothetical- 
ly—and I want to reach Chicago 
by train. What can I do? I tele- 
phone the office of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad and learn that a 
train leaves at ten o’clock that 
night. But not quite sure that I 
have received the right informa- 
tion, I get a Pennsylvania time- 
table and, checking carefully, as- 
certain that as a matter of fact 
a train leaves for Chicago at ten 
o’clock. So shortly before that 
hour I take a taxi to the Penn- 
sylvania Station, locate the proper

gate, walk out to the train, and 


stand alongside it waiting. Still 
not absolutely sure, I inquire of 
another waiting passenger, “Is 
this the train to Chicago?” He as- 
sures me that it is. Standing there 
I mentally review the situation 
step by step. “The man at the 
ticket-office told me over the 
phone that this is the train. The 
timetable says that this is the 
train. “This fellow-pasSenger as- 
sures me that this is the train. Un- 
questionably, then, this must .be 
the train for Chicago.” 


I stand there contentedly while 
people climb up the steps. I con- 


tinue to stand there as the minutes 


tick away. The conductor finally 
shouts, “All aboard!” Still I stand 
there shaking my head in sincere 
and unfeigned assent. Why not? I 
agree wholeheartedly with the in- 
formation given by the station- 
clerk, the timetable, and my fel- 
low passenger. “Yes,” I think to 
myself, “without any question this 
is the train to Chicago. This will 
take me where I want to go.” I 
stand there shaking my head in 
sincere and unfeigned assent as 
the doors are slammed shut. IL 
stand there shaking my head in 
sincere and unfeigned assent while 
the wheels begin to turn. I stand 
there shaking my head in sincere 
and unfeigned assent while the 
train slides out the station. I 
stand there shaking my head in 
sincere and unfeigned assent, 
thinking to myself, “Yes, this is 
the train for Chicago. This will 
take me where I want to go.” I 
stand there shaking my head in 
sincere and unfeigned assent while 
the lights fade away in the dis- 
tance. I stand there shaking my 
head in sincere and unfeigned as- 
sent starting down along the black 
and empty track. “Yes,” I continue 
to reassure myself, “this is the 
train to Chicago. This will take 
me where I want to go.” 

The illustration is, I hope, plain- 
ly absurd. But it clearly brings 
out a vital point. Mere intellec- 
tual assent is not enough. If I 
want to reach Chicago, I must 
do more than agree in unfeigned 
sincerity with correct informa- 
tion. I must personally get on 
board the right train. 

Thus it is with salvation. I must 
do more than assent to correct 
information about Jesus Christ. I 
must do more than agree with a 
proper doctrinal statement. I must 
do more than subscribe to an or- 
thodox creed. I must personally 
accept Jesus Christ as my Saviour. 

What a tragedy it is that there 
are people in our church who mis- 
take intellectual agreement for 
personal acceptance! There are 
people who wholeheartedly agree 
with the sermons of an evangeli- 
cal pastor, and he is like the Penn- 
sylvania station-clerk. There are 
people who wholeheartedly agree 
with the information given by the 
Bible, and that is like the rail- 
road timetable. There are people 
who wholeheartedly agree with 
the testimony of a true Christian, 
and he is like the fellow-passen- 
ger in the depot. But in spite of 
all their agreement such people 
are still tragically lost. They 
equate personal acceptance of Je- 
sus Christ with mental assent to 
a creed, and those two things can 
never be equated. Such people 
are tragically lost: they have 
never climbed on board! 


You see, the New Testament 
says, “To as many as received 
him to them gave he the power 
to become the sons of God” (John 
1:12). So in order to have salva- 
tion we must not merely agree 
that Jesus was Deity incarnate, 
crucified, and resurrected; we 
must receive Him. We must ac- 
cept Him personally. : 

The Apostle Paul writes: ‘“T 
know whom I have believed and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I’ve committed 
unto him against that day” (II 
Tim. 1:12). So in order to have

“Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six 
months. And he prayed again, and 
the heaven gave rain, and the 
earth brought forth her fruit.”— 
James 5:13-18. 

“And said unto them, Why sleep 
ye? rise and PRAY, LEST YE 
ENTER INTO TEMPTATION.” 
—Luke 22:46. 

The last passage is especially 
helpful as emphasizing one of the 
most important purposes. of 
prayer. Another exceedingly in- 
structive passage along this line 
is Isaiah 40:31: 

“But ‘THEY. THAT WAIT 
UPON THE LORD shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall 
run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.” 

A passage which is useful as 
Suggesting the need of regular 
seasons of prayer is Psalm 55:17: 

“Evening, and morning, and at 
noon, will I pray, and cry aloud: 
and he shall hear my voice.” 

Other passages which are use- 
ful in dealing with people of this 
class are: 

“And in the morning, rising up 
a great while before day, he went 
out, and departed into a solitary 
place, and there prayed.’—Mark 
1:35. 

“Now when Daniel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and his windows 
being open in. his chamber toward 
Jerusalem, he kneeled wpon his 
knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he did aforetime.”’— 
Dan. 6:10. 

“And when he had sent them 
Away, he departed into a mountain 
to pray.”—Mark 6:46." 

“And it came to pass in those

IV. Christians Who Are 
Leading Careless Lives 
There are many whom one 
would hesitate to say are not 
Christians at all and are not saved, 
but whose lives are not out and out 
for Christ as they should be. In 
dealing with such, the following 
passages will be found particularly 
useful: II Corinthians 6:14-7:1; 
especially emphasize in_ these 
verses, the words, ‘“‘Come ye out 
from among them, and be ye sep- 
arate.” 


“No man can serve two mas- 
ters: for either he will hate the 
one, and love the other; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. YE. CANNOT SERVE 
GOD AND MAMMON.’—Matt. 6: 
24. 


In the above passage, dwell upon 
and drive home the closing words, 
“Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.” 


“LOVE NOT THE WORLD, 
neither the things that are in 
world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
him. For all that is iv the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust 
of the eyes, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father, but is of the 
world.

V. Christians Who Are Not 
Working for Christ 

A large portion of the professing 
church today is doing little or 
nothing for the Master. The per- 
sonal worker who shall succeed in 
getting other Christians to work 
will be accomplishing at least as 
much for Christ as the one who 
leads the unsaved to Him. The 
Bible abounds in passages which 
can be effectively used for this 
purpose. The following will be 
found useful: Mark 13:34-37, 
emphasize the words “to every 
man his work”; Matthew 24:44- 
51; Matthew 25:14-30. A verse 
which is useful in showing idle 
Christians that every professed fol- 
lower of Christ ought to be a wit- 
ness for Him and a soul winner, 
is Acts 8:4: 

“Therefore they that were scat- 
tered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the word.” 

Ephesians 4:14-16 is also useful: 

“That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive; But 
speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ: 
From whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted BY 
THAT WHICH EVERY JOINT 
SUPPLIETH, according to the ef- 
fectual working in the measure of 
every part, maketh increase of the 
body unto the edifying of itself im 
love.” 

In using this passage, point out 
the words, “that which every joint 
supplieth,” and explain their 


passage, 


meaning. Other verses that will be 
found useful are Ephesians 5:14- 
21; also: 

“She hath done what she could,’ 
—Mark 14:8. 

“Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the er- 
ror of his way shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a mul- 
titude of sims.’—James 5:20. 

“And they that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the fir- 
mament; and they that turn many 
to righteousness as the stars for 
ever and ever.’—Dan. 12:3. 

“And, behold, I come quickly; 
and my reward is with me, TO 
GIVE EVERY MAN ACCORD- 
ING AS HIS WORK SHALL BE.” 
—Rev. 22:12. 


VI. Christians Who Are 
Undergoing Temptation 
There come to all Christians, 
and especially to all young Chris- 
tians, times of special temptation 
and trial. At such times they need 
and should have, the counsel and 
encouragement of other Chris- 
tians. We should bear “one an- 
other’s burdens, and so fulfill the 
law of Christ” (Gal. 6:2). Here is 
a large field of usefulness for the 
personal worker. The following 
passages will be found exceeding- 
ly useful in strengthening the 
brethren when under trial and 
temptation. 


“My brethren, count it all joy 
when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions; Knowing this, that the try- 
ing of your faith worketh patience. | 
But let patience 
work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, wantiig nothing.”—James 
1 :2-4, 

“Blessed is the man that endur-

salvation we must do more than 
sign a creed. We must definitely 
commit ourselves to Jesus Christ. 

And .the Bible closes with this 
invitation: “The Spirit and the 
bride say, Come. And let him that 
heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And whoso- 
. er will, let him take of the wa- 

r of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). So 
- order to have salvation we must 
come to Jesus Christ. We must 
take Jesus Christ. We must de- 
cisively choose Him as our Sav- 
jour. 

Listen, finally, to these words 
spoken by Jesus Himself: “Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock: if 
any man hear my voice and open 
the door, I will come in to him 
and sup with him, and he with 
me” (Rev. 3:20). So we must do 
something about it. We must exer- 
cise our volition and open the 
doors of our hearts to Jesus 
Christ. Have you done that? Make 
sure that you get the — issue 
straight. It’s not a matter of join- 
ing a church. It’s not a matter of 
signing a doctrinal platform. It’s 
not a matter of sharing in the or- 
dinances prescribed by the New 
Testament. It’s nothing like that 
at all. It’s a matter of opening 
your heart to Jesus Christ. Have 
you done that? Have you received 
Him? 

Maybe a page from my own ex- 
perience will bring this out plainly. 


‘Some years ago while I was still 


unmarried, I traveled with a quar- 
tet. They sang, and I preached, 
and we were privileged to minister 
in many Eastern churches. But we 
needed a pianist desperately, and 
a competent pianist somehow just 
could not be found. One night, 
however, we conducted a service 
i Morristown, New Jersey. A 
young woman played the piano 
for.us and did an exceptionally 
good job. Our long search was at 
an end. The young lady consented 
to travel with us as accompanist 
for our quartet. And of course as 
we drove from church to church 
for our engagements she could not 
sit on the back seat of the car all 
by herself. So—I usually volun- 
teered to accompany our accom- 
panist! 

You can guess what happened. 
Before many weeks had gone by 


& 

I was driving from my home: to 
Morristown even though we had no 
meetings scheduled. .And_ before 
many months had passed I was 
deeply interested in that young 
lady as more than a member of 
our Gospel Team. In fact, I began 
to build a long creed about her in 
my mind. I began to believe that 
she was’asincere Christian. I be- 
gan to believe that she unquestion- 
ably possessed abilities which God 
could use in His service. I began to 
believe that her tastes and mine 
were rather compatible. I began to 
believe that—incredible as it was

believe—and how difficult it is to 
explain this sensation to anyone 
who has not undergone it—that I 
was falling in love! In brief, I 
soon had a long creed in my mind 
about that girl, and I subscribed 
to that creed with complete in- 
tellectual honesty. 

Yet that creed made no differ- 


ence whatever in our personal re- 


lationship until there came a ne- 
ver-to-be-forgotten day when we 
stood together in church and I 
said as we exchanged our mar- 
riage-vows, “I take you to be my 
wife.” That definite act estab- 
lished a life-transforming relation- 
ship. That girl became my wife, 
and I became her husband, and 
every other relationship was for- 
ever altered. 

Now do you see what I have 
been trying to say? You probably 
believe a great many things about 
Jesus Christ. They are true things, 
and you believe them with com- 
plete intellectual sincerety. But all 
of your belief is a mere intellec- 
tual assent which in itself won't 
and can’t avail for salvation. You 
must personally and definitely ac- 
cept Jesus Christ, declaring in 
your own words, “I take you as 
my Saviour.’

Have you_ definitely 
climbed on board? If not, may 
God help you to believe in Jesus

“Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you: 
But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings; 
that, when his glory shall be re- 
vealed, ye may be glad_also with 
exceeding joy. If ye be reproached 
for the name of Christ, happy are 
ye; for the spirit of glory and of 
God resteth wpon you: on their 
part he is evil spoken of, but on 
your part he is glorified.”—I Pet.

VIII. Christians Who Are

barrenness in their Christian ex- 
perience, There are many today 
who are of little or no use in the 
church, who would have been of 
use if some wise worker had come 
to them in the hour of affliction 
and given them good counsel from 
God’s own Word. We should all be 
constantly on the lookout for op- 
portunities of this kind, and we 
will find them round about us al- 
most every day of our lives. No 
thoughts of our own can possibly 
be of as much help in such an 
hour as the promises and encour- 
agements of God’s Word. The fol- 
lowing passages will be found use- 
ful and sufficient, if wisely used 
in the power of the Holy_ Spirit: 

“And ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation which speaketh unto you 
as unto children, My son, despise 
not thou the chastening of the 
Lord, nor faint when thou art re- 
buked of him: For whom the Lord 
loveth he chasteneth, and scourg- 
eth every son whom he receiveth. 
If ye endure chastening, God deal- 
eth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not?” 

“Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby.”—Heb. 12: 
oi, LI. 

“To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 
Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 


time. Wherein ye greatly rejoice, 


though now for a season, if need 
be, ye are in heaviness through
